Like all cities and towns across 
this nation we are finding that costs 
of public services just keep going up 
both from the standpoint of our cities 
and our schools. And as the costs 
go up and the population goes down 
the cost for each individual left gets 
higher and higher. 
A strong effort needs to be made 
to keep and improve what we have 
and to make every effort to secure 
more job openings here. 
You owe it to yourself and your 
neighbors to be at this meeting to­ 
night.

With no picture show here any­ 
more and not much of anything else 
to do we have far too many kids out 
on the highways on Friday and Sat­ 
urday nights. The First B a p t i s t 
Church has started a Coffee House 
that is drawing a number of young 
people but human nature being what 
it is it fails to reach a great many 
y o u n g S t e r s just because it is a 
church backed function and does not 
include dancing. 
Whether you believe in dancing 
or not doesn't really matter because 
the problem is that most of these 
youngsters do dance and will travel 
a s far as H a s k e l l and Abilene to 
dance. 
No program here can ever suc­ 
ceed that does not include dancing 
and because of the standard of living 
that we have set for our kids it seem s 
the only dance that holds much at­ 
traction anymore is one with a live 
band. Kids just don't seem to re­ 
spond to records or tapes. 
For over ten years we have heard 
people say that what Hamlin needs 
is a youth center but for over ten 
years we have seen very little effort, 
put forth in getting anything done a- 
bout it. Hamlin still needs a youth 
center. 
No one has anyway o f knowing 
whether or nota youth center would 
be a success here or not but until 
one is started and is well organized 
we will never know. A successful 
one could keep a lot of kids off of the 
streets and highways. 
It seem s to us that the only way 
that something will ever be done is 
for someone to call a meeting of all 
interested parents and see if enough 
show up with enough interest to get 
something done. 
Kenneth Hertel has contacted us 
on this matter and has agreed to call 
such a meeting in the near future 
just as soon as a date and place can 
be lined up.

Auction in Abilene; the Sheep 
and Goat Sale 
on Monday, 
October 5. 
at the Coleman

Officials of the Center an­ 
nounced the 
reappointment 
of Charlie Morris as Chair­ 
man of the Round-Up. Morris 
who resides in Abilene, has 
diversified interests in ranch­ 
ing. feed lots and livestock. 
In response to his reappoint­ 
ment Morris said. “I am more 
than happy to be able to head 


the Round-Up again this year. 
When I first 
accepted the 
chairmanship nine years ago, 
I

back as a result of non-pay­ 
ment of more than $127,000 
in Medicare claims 
in the 
early part of this year. Since 
that time 
the Center 
has 
slowly but consistently over­ 
come the deficit and continued 
to serve the handicapped of 
the Southwest.

Reading Center Friday 


Mrs. Catherine Kenley, as­ 
sociate professor and direct­ 
or of the Reading Center and 
Clinic of Abilene Christian 
College, was in Hamlin Fri­ 
day to evaluate materials and 
plans for the local Reading 
Center and make recommen­ 
dations for the use of the ma­ 
terials 
in implemeting the 
program. 
After spending Friday with 
the teachers in the Reading 
Center, Mrs. Tim Jones and 
Mrs. Richard Young, and aide, 
Mrs. Skipper Smith, 
Mrs. 
Kenley compiled her obser­ 
vations and recommendations^ 
She returned to Hamlin Mon­ 
day to present her written re­ 
port to the local system. 
The service of the profes­ 
sional reading consultant was 
at the request of the school. 
This type of service has not 
been secured since the first 
year of the program. The re­ 
port was presented to Supt. 
C. F. Cook. 
The Reading Center serves 
.students 
in the first five 
grades and is federally fi­ 


nanced under Title I. 
In her report Mrs. Henley 
said ‘The Hamlin School Sys­ 
tem is to be congratulated 
for the excellent facilities and 
physical plant which has been 
provided 
for the Reading 
Center.” 
She cited the cooperation 
from the community as ex­ 
cellent 
and noted the fact 
that the 
Lions, Rotarians, 
Jaycees, Beta Sigma Phi and 
the P-TA supported the pro­ 
gram was most encouraging. 
“The School Board and admini­ 
stration seem to be helpful 
and supportive/ she noted. 
In making recommendations 
the report indicated a need 
for an increase in the stock 
of library books. 
High in­ 
terest low vocabulary reading 
material was suggested. 
Assistance from civic groups 
through book showers was 
suggested 
as 
a means of 
acquiring additional books. 
Classes of no more than 
eight to IO students were ad- 
viced and 
students whose 
needs are the greatest should 


have priority. 
Students 
should 
be 
as­ 
signed after appraisal 
a n i 
diagnosis 
by the remedial 
teachers after conferring with 
the classroom teacher. Th* 
remedial class is designed ta 
help those with special needs.

serve on the committee 
if 
regular members are tempor­
